T was January of thfc critical year 
1918.

The railroads were so badly 
congested that a freight embargo had to be declared on all 
but materials essential to the prosecution of the war. 
The 


ruin of civilization impended if foodstuffs could not be moved. 


We kept our trains moving in spite of the weather. 


Our cars carried a good proportion of the food and muni- 
tions and coal needed to win the war. 
It was a victory 


over the worst conditions of a generation.
